G.I. HEAD DENIES

OR PRICE CONTROL 


Says Business Men Met in 
New York Because ‘All 
Were Looking Down 
Same Gun,’ Meaning 
Strikes. 


DETROIT, Feb. 14 (AP)—C. E. 
Wilson, pr.w~ident of General Mo- 
tors Corp. testifying at a National 


Labor Relations Board hearing 
today, denied that a meeting of 


American business leaders in New 
York last December drew up a 
program for a fight against union 
wage demands and Government 
price control. 

He was called again in the 
NLRB hearing on charges by the 
CIO United Auto Workers that 
his corporation had failed to bar- 
gain in good faith with the union 
in the wage dispute that has 
made 175,000 workers idle for 86 


days. 
The question of the meeting 


was brought up by Attorney Har- 
old Cranefield of the NLRB staff. 
He referred to a luncheon given 
by General Motors at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria Hotel Dec. 19, the 
day before a presidential fact- 
finding board began its inquiry 
into G.M.’s wage dispute with the 
VUAW-CIO. 
Lists Those at Meeting. 

Wilson said representatives of 
such corporations as General Mo- 
tors, United States Steel, West- 
inghouse and the meat packing 
industry were at the luncheon. 

They were there, Wilson said, 
“because they were all looking 
down the same gun I was.” He 
explained he meant all were fac- 
ing strikes in their own industry. 

“We just discussed the hell of 
a shape we were in,” he said. “No 
agreements came out of that 
meeting; none were intended; 
there was nothing sinister about 
the meeting. In fact it’s too bad 
that group can’t make decisions 
for the country.” 

As the NLRB hearing pro- 
ceeded, Federal Mediator James 
F. Dewey renewed his efforts to 
bring G.M. and the UAW-CIO 
together on a wage and contract 
agreement. | 

“There are no immediate plans 
for joint conferences, and I'll just 
go back and forth betwcen the 
parties for a day or so yet,” he 
said. 

“We're trying to find a basis 
for getting together again on this 
thing,” he added, referring to the 
UAW ’'s withdrawal Tuesday from 
the negotiating session at which 
G.M. offered an 18%-cent wage 
rise (16% per ceni). 

Prediction by Thomas. 

Coupled with Dewey’s efforts to 
bring the parties together was a 
prediction by UAW President R. 
J. Thomas that the strike would 
be settled “in the not too distant 
future.” 

*I don’t see how it can go on 
forever, unless G.M. wants to go 
completely broke,” he said as he 
emerged from a one-hour session 
with Dewey last night. 

Dewey said G.M. had indicated 
to him it was willing to resume

was about to be promoted to the 
post of stabilization director, 

One anonymous Senator said 
that as a result of the wage-price 
policy controversy among those 
most closely concerned with the 
question, Bowles not only would 
not get the stabilization post but 
eventually would be let out of 
his OPA job. An anonymous mem- 
ber of the House also insisted 
that Bowles was “out.” 

Bowles was told of the reports 
as he lunched in his office with 
OPA staff members. He made 
this comment: “I doubt it.” 

He was scheduled to visit the 
White House this afternoon. 

Reasons Not Clarified. 

The reasons for Bowles’ re- 
portedly changed prospects were 
not clarified at once. 

As recently as Friday, the OPA 
administrator’s close associates 
said he had assurance he would 
become stabilization director as 
successor to John Caskie Collet, 
with authority over both wage 
and price policies. 

A decision on a wage-price 
formula appeared imminent. In 
addition to Bowles, President Tru- 
man summoned other top economic 
policy makers to the White House.

Y am here tonight to explain

But a man has to live with him- 
self. I have to spend the rest of 
my life with Harold L, Ickes, and, 
I could no longer much as I regret 
it, retain my self-respect and stay 
in the Cabinet of President Tru- 
man, 

In my letter of resignation to 
the President, I proposed that my 
resignation tak effect at the 
closing of business on March 31. 
My reason for this was that the 
heerings on the proposed Anglo- 
American oi] treaty will begin on 
March 4. am proud of this 
treaty which I nurtured and raised 
by bottle from the beginning. I 
think that I had more to do with 
setting it up than any other man} 
in the Government.

The President's Note. 

In a brief note late this morn- 
ing. he told me that my term of 
office would end on Feb. 15, the 
day after tomorrow.

He had reference here to Tru- 
man’s remark at a press confer- 
ence a week ago that Ickes “may 
have been mistaken like any of the 
rest of us” in his damaging testi- 
mony against Pauley. It was this 
apparently casual remark that 
shocked and embarrassed “Honest 
Harold,” and which, more than 
any other single incident, led to 
his resignation. | 

The President, Ickes _ said, 
should not have prejudged the is- 
sue of veracity between him and 
Pauley until he had read the rec- 
ord, 

The highlight of his radio talk, 
much of which was a_ revised 
repetition of statements in his 
letter to the President, was his 
suggestion that the Attorney Gen- 
eral review Pauley’s sworn testi- 
mony for possible perjury action. 

Pauley’s Six Contradictions, 

Senator Charles W. Tobey 
(Rep.), New Hampshire, ranking 
minority member of the Naval Af- 
fairs Committee, has charged that 
a study of the records shows that 
Pauley contradicted himself on at 
least six major points, including a 
blanket dential at first that he 
had ever presented his tidelands 
viewpoint to Roosevelt or Biddle, 
and a latter admission that. he 
had done so. 

Technically, the Department of 
Justice could not go into the mat- 
ter of Pauley’s veracity without 
first being asked to do so by the 
Senate, and such a request is high- 
ly improbable. 

In addition, Attorney General 
Clark was backed for that post by 
Pauley, his good friend, and po- 
litical observers believe it wholly 
unlikely that Clark would make 
any desperate efforts to inject the 
Department of Justice into the 
matter. 

Three Days to Wind Up Affairs. 

In his talk last night, Ickes 
spoke bitterly of the President's 
action in giving him less than 
three days to “clear up 13 years 
of accumulation” as Secretary of 
the Interior, the longest run of 
any predecessor. He also took ex- 
ception to Truman’s assertion in 
accepting the resignation that “I 
also consider that this termintes 
all of your other governmental ac- 
tivities.” 

“When a tree falls,” said Ickes 
pointedly, “it comes down with all 
its branches.” 

Senate Sentiment Stronger. 

Sentiment in the Senate against 
confirmation of Pauley appeared 
to have grown firmer as a result 
of the resignation of Ickes. 

The resignation of the battle- 
scarred New Deal veteran came 
as a shock to the capital and gave 
renewed impetus to the attempt 
of influential Democratic Senators 
to persuade President Truman to 
recall the nomination and save the 
party from further embarrass- 
ment. 

Administration stalwarts in the 
Senate, as well- as Republican 
leaders, saw in the Ickes develop- 
ment a final crushing blow to 
Pauley’s ever-burning hopes of 
confirmation, An adverse report 
by the Senate Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee is now a strong possibility, 
and rejection on the floor, if 
called over despite the committee's 
action, a strong probability. 


EX-SENATOR NYE TO SEEK 
RE-ELECTION TO SENATE 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14 (AP)— 
Former Senator Gerald P. Nye, 
North Dakota Republican, said 
today he would seek to regain the 
Senate seat he had held for 
nearly 20 years prior to Jan, 3, 
1945. 

Nye, who opposed the Roosevelt 
administration’s foreign policies, 
said he has not yet decided 
whether to run against Republi- 
can Senators Langer or Young. 
Langer will be up for re-election 
to a full six-year term. Young 
has announced he will seek elec- 
tion to the unexpired term of the 
late Senator John Moses, Demo- 
crat, 

Moses defeated Nye in the 1944 
fail general election, was seated 
Jan. 3, 1945, and died shortly 
afterwards. Young was appointed 
by Gov. Fred Aandahl to fill 
Moses’s post until this year’s 
election.

Nimitz in Outlining Pro- 
gram to Senators Says 
Carrier Fleets Are Most 
Likely to Parry Atomic

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14 (AP)— 
Adm Chester W. Nimitz, chief of 
naval operations, said today the 
Navy's carrier fleet may make any 
atomic air attack on this country 
“very difficult.” 

Submarines hold promise of be- 
coming “the most successful ve- 
hicle for carrying atomic weapons 
to within short distances of coastal] 
targets,” he told the Senate Naval 
Committee in presenting the 
Navy's recommendations for the 
postwar fleet. 

Nimitz brought with him charts 
which showed plans for: 

A system of 53 overseas bases 
for ships and planes—23 in the 

Pacific and 20 in the Atlantic- 
Carribean area.

In the Atlantic-Caribbean Area 
—Roosevelt Roads, in the Puerto 
Rico area, intended as the main 
operating base when fully devel- 
oped. Secondary operating and re- 
pair bases at Guantanamo and 
Trinidad, the latter. one of the 99- 
year leases from Britain. Second- 
ary operating bases (not including 
repairs) at San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, Coco Solo, on the Atlantic 
end of the Panama Canel, Bermu- 
da and Argentia, Newfoundland, 
the latter two also 99-year lease 
bases.

Forrestal Statement. 

Appearing b.fore. Nimitz was 
heard, Secretary of the Navy For- 
restal told the Senate Committee 
the United States must be in 
readiness to spread its line of 
advanced outposts to meet the 
threat of the atomic bomb and 
robot missiles. The time has not 

yet come when war can be waged 
without the transportation of 
men and materials overseas, he 
said, 

“Security against air attack can 
only be achieved by denying to 
our potential enemies the base 
areas from which mass air attacks 
can be launched against us.” 

He said that, until the United 
Nations proves that it can outlaw 
the use of the atomic bomb, this 
country must keep its military es- 
tablishment strong. 

Ships Less Vulnerable. 

Nimitz declared that ships, while 
vulnerable together with armies 
and cities, “are difficult. and un- 
profitable targets for atomic 
bombing and almost impossible 
targets for super rockets.” 

“The ability of our carrier task | 
forces to prevent penetration by | 
hostile aircraft may make atomic 
bombings very difficult,” he as- 
serted. | 

“The submarine may be ex- 
pected to have continued and in- 
creased employment in the future. 
At sea it is relatively immune to 
atomic bombing and also to radar 
detection. It may be the most suc- 
cessful vehicle for carrying atomic 

weapons to within short distances 
of coastal targets and for insur- 
ing accuracy in the use of guided 
missiles.” 

Air Bases Key in Future, 
Future warfare, Nimitz said, 
“may for us resolve itself largely 
into a struggle for the possession 
of air bases—bases from which 
an enemy might bomb us effec- 
tively and fretn which we might 
effectively bomb an enemy, The 
fundamental purpose of naval 
Aperations will continue to be the 
defeat of our enemies at the great- 
est possible distance from our own 
shores.” 

Military, naval and diplomatic 
chiefs gnve to President Truman 
yesterday their ideas on how the 
atom homb-warship tests should 
be conducted. The White House 
meeting was attended by Secre- 
tary of War Patterson, Secretary 
of Navy Forrestal, Secretary of 
State Benes and three of the four 
members of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff—Adm. William D. Leahy, the 
President’s chief of staff; Gen. 
Dwicht D. Eisenhower and Adm. 
Nimitz. 

The Navy will assign its crack 
salvage crews to rush repairs on 
target ships damaged in the first 
atomic bomb test so they can be 
blasted again in the second.

OTTERY RECORDS 
SEIZED IN RAID 
AFTER ARRESTS 


Link With ‘Policy King’ 
Found Among Papers 
—County Prosecutor to 
Get Evidence. 


Charles F. Goettelmann, in whose 
home Sheriff Arthur Mosley and 
deputies seized policy game mate- 
rials and records yesterday, was 
released today on $2000 bond pend- 
ing presentation of the evidence to 
St. Louis county prosecuting au- 
thorities in an application for a 
gambling warrant. The appear- 
ance bond is returnable at the 
sheriff’s office Feb. 25. 

Goettelmann was arrested earlier 
yesterday by members of the po- 
lice gambling squad and the coun- 
ty officers after they observed 
him handling- policy tickets and 
cash with three Negroes in front 
of 1116 Missouri avenue. He ac- 
companied the officers, who had 
a search warrant, to his home, 
10018 Marlene drive, Affton, where 
four rubber stamping sets, rubber 
type, paper for policy sheets and 
books and records were seized. 

One record, purported to be a 
copy of Goettelmann’s 1944 in- 
come tax return, listed his em- 
ployer as “Stephenson, 6007 South 
Kingshighway.” Police say that 
Andrew T. Stevenson, former city 
detective known to the gambling 
squad as the “policy king of St 
Louis,” resides at the Kingshigh- 
way address. 

Deputies said Goettelmann told 
them he worked for Stevenson in 
1944 “cutting paper,” but denied 
having policy game connections 
with Stevenson. 

Stevenson and nine others were 
indicted by the St. Louis grand 
jury in January 1940 on charges 
of establishing a lottery. The in- 
dictments were dismissed _ in 
February 1941 on recommendation 
of the circuit attorney’s office, 
which announced that the State 
had been unable to find an im- 
portant witness. 

The Negroes arrested with Goet- 
telman gave their names as Joe 
Scott, 2301 Franklin avenue; Al- 
vert Williams, 1100 North Leffing- 
well avenue, and Henry Lewis, 
2906A Chouteau avenue. All were 
booked suspected of establishing 
a lottery, and the Negroes were 
released on bond. 

Police said the arrests followed 
a 10-day surveillance of the neigh- 
borhood at Missouri avenue and 
Hickory street during which they 
observed Goettelmann make three 
trips daily to the intersection to 
distribute tickets and collect from 
policy salesmen. 

Chief of Detectives Herman 
Siebels told reporters today that 
detectives had observed the activi- 
ties of Goettelmann and policy 
writers for several months in an 
effort to establish evidence of a 
connection with Stevenson. The 
so-called “policy king’ is seen 
frequently in police court when 
policy writers are docketed for 
hearings.

| S$telle, speaking at a dinner at 
| Hotel Coronado sponsored by the 
tenth, eleventh and twelfth dis- 
itricts of the Missouri American 
Legion department, then launched 
iinto a counter-offensive against 
the Veterans’ Administration. 


He shouted “he lied” in reply to 
| statements made by Maj. Gen. 
| Paul R. Hawley, surgeon general 
|of the Veterans’ Administration, 
| recently, that eventually 20,000,000 
| Americans would be eligible for 
| hospitalization by the Veterans’ 
| Administration. Stelle said “not 
that many veterans would be will- 
|! ing to take the pauper’s oath.” 

Says Service Is Improving. 

In effect, after his categorical 
ldenial of statements about Gen. 
| Bradley which he had heen report- 
|ed as making, Stelle declared that 
ithe Veterans’ Administration had 
lrefused to take the advice of na- 
(tional Legion officials in the con- 
[duct of the administration. He 


said that American Legion mem- 


|bership had grown because the 
|Legion was able to get “service” 
'for veterans. 

Since his attack, 
the Veterans’ Administration has 
!begun to follow the Legion’s ad- 
ivice, by putting on extra help, in 
}the attempt, to process veterans’ 
claims faster, and by using Army 
hospitals as veterans’ hospitals. 

The whole “impression” that he 
lhad attacked Gen. Bradley, Stelle 
isaid, resulted from a statement by 
ihim to newspaper reporters that 
the would “let the chips fall where 
ithey may.” Reporters called him 
fafter Stelle had sent a letter to 
‘Congressmen sharply criticising 
'the Veterans’ Administration. 

Stelle had been quoted by the 
Associated Press as_ declaring, 
“what we need in charge of the 
| Veterans’ Administration is a sea- 
|soned business man, not a soldier, 
i however good a soldier he may 
ibe.” Last night, Stelle read a ver- 
ision of the letter he had sent to 
|'Congressmen which did not con- 
}tain this statement, 

Denies Quarrel Over Hospital. 

He praised Gen. Bradley “as a 
and admitted “I may 
have got a little hot under the col- 
j}lar and talked too much,” in a 
|telephone conversation with Gen. 
i Bradley. Stelle denied he had 
|quarreled with Gen. Bradley con- 
icerning the location of a hospital 
in Decatur, Ill. as reported by 
| Bradley. Rather, Stelle said, he 
iwas “a little angry because Gen. 
| Bradley refused to serve on a com- 
|'mittee to educate war orphans.” 

No one at the meeting objected 
to Stelle’s previously reported at- 
itack on Gen. Bradley. He was 
| greeted with a rising ovation when 
ihe entered the banquet hall. In 
| introducing him, William Stone of 
Kansas City, member of the Le- 
igion national executive committee 
|from Missouri, said that “not all, 
| possibly, share his convictions, but 
i whatever he does is for the wel- 
| fare of the veteran.” 
| The Council of Service Officers 
representing American Legion 
posts in St. Louis and St. Louis 
county last week adopted a reso- 
lution repudiating Stelle’s “state- 
ments and accusations,” and di- 
recting Stone to bring the matter 
up with the national executive 
body for “appropriate action.” 
Many other veterans’ organiza- 
tions also have taken action op- 
posing Stelle. 

Criticizes Policies. 

Stelle, however, continued his 
criticism of the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration. He accused representa- 
tives of the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion of seeking to limit hospitaliza- 
tion to veterans with service- 
connected disabilities. He con- 
demned the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion practice of checking dis- 
charge papers against War De- 
partment records as “unneces- 
sary.” 

Following Stelle’s address, Ben 
P. Manheimer, tostmaster, said “I 
am sure Commander Stelle has 
exDlained things and leaves -us 
with a better understanding of the 
situation.”

An immediate audit of all extra- 
curricular school funds and par- 
ticularly an accounting of funds 
received last December from a 
three-day invitation basketball 


tournament has been demanded 
of the East St. Louis Board of 
Education by Edwin G. Barmann, 
a member of the board. 

Reports that more than $6000 
was realized from the tournament, 
which was held in Ainad Temple, 
have been received, Barmann told 
the Post-Dispatch. He added that 
the high school teams in the con- 
test drew capacity houses each of 
the three nights. Eight teams 
from cities throughout Illinois 
participated, with the East St. 
Louis High School team winning 
the over-all contest. 

“I Have No Suspicions.” 

Barmann said Roger Bucknell, 
real estate dealer and member of 
the board, was chairman of a com- 
mittee of 14 business men that 
raised the initial money for the 
tournament, guaranteeing ex- 
penses. Barmann said he had 
never seen an accounting of the 
tournament funds, although “I 
have no suspicions,” he added. 

Bucknell said he had asked for 
an accounting two weeks ago. Ray 
Burton, purchasing agent for the 


board, said the reason no report |: 


had been made was that some 
hills have been held up. He said 
he referred in particular to one 
from a light company, which in- 
stalled lighting equipment on a 
temporary basis. This equipment 
was retained and will be used the 
rest of the basketball season: 
When it is taken down, Burton 


said, the company will determine 


how much of it can be saivaged 
and send a bill for the rest. 

Barmann said he had sponsored 
a resolution in the board which 
provided that all school principals 
submit monthly financial rep rts 
of moneys received and expended. 

Principal's Report. 

Only one such report has been 
received by the board, he said, 
and that was from William L. 
Baughman, principal of the high 
school. This report was for the 
year 1945 and listed income at 
$25,000 and expenses at $14,000. 
The balance of $11,000, Bucknell 
said, is in the bank in an account 
marked high school athletic fund. 

Barmann said the figures in 
Baughman’s financial report were 
never explained. “I'd like to know 
how the money was spent, what 
the expenses were,” he said.

Fiynn represents jockeys How- 
ard Cruz and Scott Riles, and 
Trainer John. Barry, who were 
ruled off Maryland tracks perma- 
nently this week by the commis- 
sion after a hearing. 

Also ruled “ff for life were 
jockeys Douglas Banks, Corona, 
N. Y.; Verne Haines, Hialeah, Fla., 
Sidney O'Neill, Buffalo, N. Y.; 
William J. Owen, Chicago; and 
Francis Passmore, Aiken, S. C. 
Jockey Agent James F. Byrnes of 
Philadelphia drew a one-year sus- 
pension. 

Cruz, of Virginia, and Riles, 
from Ric. iond, V-., gave signed 
statements to police regarding the 
running of the Bryndor Steeple- 
chase Nov. 30, as did the other 
jockeys and Byrnes. Trainer 
Ba.ry testified at the hearing, 
denying any knowledge of the af- 
fair, but made no prior statement. 

The commission hearing brought 
out that two New York men ap- 
proached several of the jockeys 
and arranged for $2500 to be bet 
on Mamie’s Lad for the jockeys, 
with the winnings to be split. No 
money, however, was _ collected, 
statements read at the hearing 
disclosed.

offered to surrender it to the 
United Nations Assembly. 

My most thrilling experience in 
the British Isles was to sit in the 
House of Commons and hear An- 
thony Eden ind Ernest Bevin vie 
with each other to ietermine 
which party would offer the 
broadest program for a people’s 
peace and a world parliament of 
man. And there was no tongue in 
any cheek during the proceedings. 
They really meant it. 

The Bread and Butter Side. 

But then comes the other side— 
the bread and butter side. The 
Labor Government is no less im 
perialist than the most Tory gov- 
ernment preceding it. The dif- 
ference is solely in method. Not 
only are Bevin and Attlee no more 
free to give India her indepen- 
dence, but the workers of England 
are genuinely

In foreign policy, more than in 
any other, the Government is a 
coalition administration British 
policy for Germany Italy and 
Spain is as Churchill would have 
had it The clearest illustration is 
on the Palestine issue, For a gen- 
eration the Labor party has cam- 
paigned in every English hamlet 
for a Jewish state. But the Labor 
(;overnment now In power says’ 
“No go-—-not today anyway” 

One of the brakes on change in 
British foreign policy exists inde- 
pendently of the Labor party The 
Foreign Office is a career service 
to an extent unimaginable in the 
United States. No change in gov- 
ernment can alter the personnel 
and policy of the Foreign Office 
in a few months. The public dis- 
play of the old school tie can be 
prevented but the career man still 
wears it psychologically And it 
is in foreign policy that a Labor 
Government would inevitably lean 
upon the experience accumulated 
by the perennial civil servant. I 
must add, though, that I saw no 
evidence of any energetic attempt 
by Foreign Minister Bevin to re- 
vitalize his ministry or change the 
day-to-day practice of foreign af- 
fairs.

Peculiar Virtue of French 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

To the United Nations Organization, 
now meeting in London, Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt made the suggestion that the 
assembly should adopt an international 
language. It goes without saying that 
any language suitable for international 
usage must be free of ambiguities, pejo- 
rations and illogical inversions of sub- 
ject and object in sentence structure. 
Furthermore, any such language should 
be one already controlled by an academy 
which formulates rules governing pro- 
nunciation, orthography and syntax. 

In 1783 the Academy of Sciences of 
Berlin offered an award for the best 
essay answering these three questions: 
What has made French a universal lan- 
guage? Why does it deserve that dis- 
tinction? Can it be presumed that it 
will continue to enjoy this distinction? 
Antoine Rivarol (1753-1801) won the 
award with his brilliant “Discours sur 
l'Universalite de la Langue Francaise,” 
of which I have translated the follow- 
ing: 
What distinguishes French from all 
other languages, ancient and modern, 
is the construction of the sentence. 
Its order should be direct and neces- 
sarily clear. The Frenchman names 
first the subject, then the verb, which 
is the action, and finally the object of 
that action, That is the logic which 
is natural to all men. That is what 
constitutes common understanding. 

French, by a unique privilege, has 
alone remained faithful to this direct 
order. French syntax is incorruptible, 
and it is from this fact that we re- 
ceive our admirable clarity which is 
the basis of our language. WHAT IS 
NOT CLEAR IS NOT FRENCH; what 
is not clear may be English, Italian, 
Greek or Latin. 

I believe that the above quotation 
should be reason enough for the estab- 
lishment of French as the official lan- 
guage of the UNO. French has always 
been the language of diplomacy. It has 
always been the language of people of 
culture. 

Why showld we have Basic English, 
which is at Wert an abridgment, or Es- 
peranto, whi h is at best a linguistic 
stew?

The state of muddlement in which George 
Allen considers the propriety of his confirma- 
tion as a director of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corp. is an amusing one, at least to those to 
whom Mr. Allen himself is an amusement. 

Mr. Allen, recognizing that there may be a 
conflict between being a director of a private 
business enterprise and being a director of the 
largest public lending agency in the world, pro- 
poses to set everything right. He will look into 
his two-score and five directorships and consider 
resigning from those which, in his opinion, might 
bring his private ego into conflict with his public 
ego. And the criterion? That, sir, is what we 
in the joke-manufacturing business refer to as 
“the paydff.” 

Mr. Allen will look askance at directorships 
that engage much of his time. He will look with 
favor on all others. Could he, as a director of 
the RFC, do a major favor in a minor amount 
of time for one of the private corporations of 
which he would still be a director? The con- 
tingency does not occur to Mr. Allen; or if it 
does, he is careful not to speak of it. 

The notion that it is the disposition of his 
time, rather than the disposition of his sympa- 
thies, that would determine whether he would 
be a disinterested or an ax-grinding official of 
RFC, could be any of several things, according 
to the humor of the man who held it. In an 
innocent man it would be naive; in a sophisti- 
cated man, Machiavellian; in a man of limited 
mental means, stupid. In Mr. Allen it is merely 
preposterous, like so many things about the man 
himself, including his nomination by the Presi- 
dent of the United States to be a director—and 
eventually chairman—of a 15-billion-dollar Fed- 
eral corporation. 

It is conceivable—though, in the present con- 
dition of Mr. Allen’s reluctance, not very likely 
—that the nominee might dissociate himself 
from all the private connections, gained by po- 
litical influence, which would compromise any 
official connection between him and the public 
enterprise to which he has been nominated. 

It is not conceivable that Mr. Allen could dis- 
sociate himself by any means whatever from an 
equally basic impropriety in his nomination, and 
that is his vast lack of qualification for the job, 
either in training or in experience. 
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Another Sectional Highway Bill 

The movement to break up Missouri’s efficient 
Highway Department into a sectional affair 
ought to be over for this session of the Legis- 
lature, after Gov. Donnelly’s ringing veto of the 
Quinn bill, which was intended to achieve that 
partisan and destructive end. But no; the log- 
rollers are in again, this time with the Farquhar 
bill, which differs from the Quinn bill mainly in 
setting up a six-man commission, chosen sec- 
tionally, instead of the 10-member board previ- 
ously proposed. 

This is just as bad as the other bill in placing 
highway construction on a basis of narrow geo- 
graphical interests instead of keeping the present 
statewide basis. In fact, its author, Repre- 
sentative Farquhar of Cape Girardeau, is quite 
frank about this, for he says that the commis- 
sion’s members “should pull for their own 
sections of the State.” And while they are pulling 
for their own sections, the interests of an inte- 
grated, non-political highway system can go 
down the drain, 

Since the Governor is certain to veto this bill, 
too, the Legislature can speed up its urgent busi- 
ness by letting the measure die in peace. 
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New Maneuvers by John Nick 

John P. Nick, iron-fisted czar of the stage- 
hands’ and movie operators’ unions, went to 
prison four years ago after conviction of violat- 
ing the Federal Anti-FRacketeering Act. Now, 
not long after his release after serving more 
than three years of his five-year sentence, it is 
reported by members of the unions that Nick 
is using his old tactics of force and intimidatien 
in an effort to get back into power in the organi- 
zations. 

The unions had enough of Nick, theater oper- 
ators had enough of him, and so did the public, 
during his long reign as domineering labor boss. 
Union members, as in the past, are probably too 
terrified to fight back, but there is another way 
of keeping him from seizing the reins again. 
Nick’s reported doings are a violation of the 
permanent Circuit Court injunction issued in 
1939, barring him for all time from mixing into 
union affairs, without permission of Local 143, 
the movie operators’ organization. According to 
its business agent, Nick has not applied for or 
been granted such permission. 

The next move is obviously up to the Circuit 
Court, whose order is being defied by Nick’s new 
machinations. The law should still be able to 
stop him if nobody else can or will. 
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The United States Government is ready to 
channel building materials to $6000 homes. Now 
to find somebody who can build one for $6000. 
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Virtue and Weakness of French 

For the reason stated in our letter column to- 
day, that French excels all other tongues in clar- 
ity, a good argument can be made that French 
should be the standard language of diplomatic 
communication. Indeed, it has long been so. 
And certainly it is easier and more useful and 
satisfying to have command of so excellent a 
living language than to acquire such synthetic 
monstrosities as Esperanto or Volapuk or Ido. 

With the possible implication that the loose- 
ness of our own English (either British or Amer- 
can variety) makes it inherently inferior, how- 
ever, we heartily disagree. Well-ordered gram- 
mar and syntax, which are the great virtue of 
French, are also its great weakness. In the cre- 
ative use of language, words and the way words 
are put together must not only communicate 
intelligence. They must also imply, suggest, cre- 
ate the feeling of experience beyond the rational 
power of words to express. So, if French is 
straighter, English, for all its ambiguities and 
involutions and illogical quirks, is far broader, 

The proof? Where is the French Shakespeare, 
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Browning, Whitman? (Or, for that matter, the 
Gallic Goethe, Schiller, Heine?) French is fine, 
yes, for diplomacy and for the glory of Voltaire, 
Beaumarchais, Anatole France. But for our taste, 
and for the delight of foreigners who want to 
take on another tongue, let us not slight our own 
delightfully disordered one. 
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Vinegar and Honey in Argentina 

The State Department’s Blue Book indictment 
of Nazi influence in Argentina continues a policy 
of attempting to do something about the Govern- 
ment of that country by denunciation. Desirable 
as the goal is, the means employed have. failed 
in the past, and there is little reason for hope 
that they can succeed now. 

As John Lear wrote in the Saturday Evening 
Post more than a year ago: 


Our constant blustering stunts the growth 
of democratic government in Argentina by 
dividing pro-democrats into two camps— 
those whe resent our interference and those 
who think they need not exert themselves 
because we will take care of everything. 


Our withdrawal of recognition in 1944 was a 
boomerang. It was used to foster anti-Yankee 
sentiments and foment jingoist nationalism 
through charges that the United States was 
meddling in Argentina’s domestic affairs. The 
present denunciation is even more susceptible 
of being turned against us, for its timing just 
before the Argentine presidential elections, set 
for Feb. 24, is quite obvious. The State Depart- 
ment makes no secret of hoping that it will 
damage Peron’s campaign for the presidency. 

Why don’t we try, instead, making it econom- 
ically to the advantage of Argentina to be on 
friendly terms with the United States? For one 
thing, we could lift extreme trade barriers 
against Argentine products, particularly beef. 
For another, we could advance our position as 
a supplier of Argentina's wants. That is an 
excellent way to increase our influence. 

Britain recognized the workability of the 
policy by keeping up exports even during its 
wartime shortages at home. Russia is making 
the supplier role a cornerstone of hegemony. 

Mr. Lear pointed*out that Argentina would 
have $750,000,000 to spend, much of it on ma- 
chines to build its own industries. “If,” he 
wrote, “we could get together, Argentines would 
have to come to the United States to buy those 
machines. Experience shows that Argentines 
who come to the States arrive in an anti-Yankee 
state of mind, but leave thinking we are swell 
people. We might win them over to our side 
faster that way.” 

The negative policy has proved a failure. Why 
not give a positive policy an earnest trial? 
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The President Stoops to Punish 

President Truman has added a last pettiness 
to his conduct toward Harold Ickes by refusing 
to grant the Secretary’s wish to remain in of- 
fice until March 31 in order to wind up his 
affairs, The President has announced, instead, 
that Mr. Ickes will leave tomorrow. 

The President’s graceless precipitateness in 
speeding the departing Cabinet member suggests 
that he desires to punish Mr. Ickes for his 
Pauley testimony. 
Truman wants to have to face no ghost of a 
righteous and pugnacious’ Banquo across the 
Cabinet table. 

It was beneath the Presidenf, and 
have been beneath Harry Truman. 
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Absences Beyond Excusing 

Replacing the old J. P. courts in St. Louis with 
salaried magistrates, as provided for in the new 
Constitution, is so obviously a move for the 
better that no member of the State House of 
Representatives voted against it. It is all the 
more shocking, therefore, that nine out of 19 
St. Louis members were among the absentee 
minority which almost prevented the bill from 
getting the two-thirds vote without which the 
system could not become effective next Jan. 1. 

To be sure, members of this particular Legis- 
lature are in an uncomfortable plight. The 
session has necessarily been long, and the mem- 
bers’ private affairs can be postponed just so 
long without being sacrificed. However, it re- 
mains true that absenteeism itself is one cause 
of this session’s length; that the St. Louis mem- 
bers have fallen behind the attendance record 
of the body at large: that a man who offers 
himself for election incurs a public obligation 
which should supersede his other business. 
Surely those who ran in November, 1944, could 
have foreseen that the work required to effectu- 
ate the new Constitution would be long. 

Under the circumstance that most members 
must rely on private affairs for most of their 
income, a certain frequency of absence can be 
excused. In this instance, frequency has gone 
beyond excuse, and it has almost resulted in 


- frustrating the Legislature’s vital function. 
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Runaround Still Running 

That grudging spirit which made it an all-out 
job to get a one-stop Veterans’ Service Center 
established in St. Louis is still at work, now 
that the center is in nominal existence. 

The services it does include are badly de- 
ployed. Applicants’ time is lavishly wasted with 
waiting and, even more irksome, with multiple 
questionnaires to make work for paper-shufflers. 
The staff fast loses morale because it takes a 
paper chase even for moving a desk. 

The attitude of Arthur A. Poss, the director, 
can only make one wonder whether he is hope- 
lessly incompetent or under hopelessly incom- 
petent orders. Worst of all, perhaps, highly use- 
ful services which various public agencies and 
business and industry groups are eager to pro- 
vide are not being provided—because the mana- 
ger and governing board seem to find it an in- 
superable task to provide for including them. 

All this and much more was related in docu- 
mented detail in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch. A 
number of fundamental faults were disclosed by 
W. H. Burnham, representing the head of the 
Retraining and Re-employment Administration, 
who investigated on the spot. Veterans, too, 
are complaining vigorously, 

It is up to the board of directors, which has 
frittered enough time and footwork to prepare 
a small invasion, to begin right now making the 
Veterans’ Center efficient.

Bowles did not, of course, “threaten” to 
quit, But his response was such that the 
President reportedly spent his first 45- 
minute conference, after calling Bowles 
from the South, emphasizing that above all 
else there must be no split in “the team” 
at this time. 


Baruch was in a peculiarly strategic po- 
sition to resolve the personal deadlock. He 
had demanded much tougher price control 
than Congress ever enacted, years before 
any law was passed. He had demanded 
parallel control of wages. He was the spir- 
itual father of the Roosevelt stabilization 
policy, 


Baruch Knows Both Sides 


Baruch has remained in Bowles’s corner, 
often giving him advice, while other busi- 
ness interests, and Congress, were buffet- 
ing him around. Yet Baruch is also unusu- 
ally close to important sections of the steel 
industry. The call to Baruch was made by 
Snyder, and from that moment forward the 
personal conflict softened. 


The Bowles position, which had been 
strongly against any raise above $4 a ton, 
became a refusal to give steel “special 
treatment.” If the interests of production 
require a change in policy, Bowles now in- 
sists the change must apply universally, 
not just to a single industry. 


Baruch’s position is understood to be that 
while firm anti-inflation contro] is desir- 
able, moving the wage line up requires mov- 
ing the price line up. That, obviously, was 
contradictory to the President’s previous 
declaration for “substantial wage increases 
without higher prices.” But it was not con- 
tradictory to the philosophy moving admin- 
istration of OWMR under Snyder. 

The basic decision, therefore, was for 
creation of a “new plateau,” with a limited 
relaxation of prices to cover the wage 


boosts to which Mr, Truman has already 
committed Government policy. 


Perhaps the most important detailed con- 
tribution to inside discussions understood 
to have been made by Baruch was differen- 
tiation between the price increase in steel 
made necessary by the wage raise, and the 
increase to restore profits to the 1936-39 
levels as required by law. 


It was this latter issue which led OPA to 
estimate $2.50 as the proper estimate. Sny- 
der figures show that an 18'4-cent raise re- 
quires a $4.44 per ton price increase. Baruch 
indicates that for every nickel raise the 
price must go up $1.35, which amounts to 
the same, 


A Dispute on Figures 


Hook together the $2.50 and $4.44 and the 
result is roughly the $7 a ton asked earlier 
by the industry. While even Snyder was 
not proposing settlement on a basis so high, 
argument of that nature from such a 
source as Baruch patently had a major ef- 
fect on the attitude of the “hold the line” 
forces which he had originally assembled 
and inspired. 


When Baruch left for the South, how- 
ever, the issue had not been completely 
settled. Bowles was ready to “roll with 
the punch,” but he was not ready to grant 
steel the rumored “White House figure” of 
$5.25 a ton unless it would be rationalized 
with a new formula. Above all, he insisted 
that the new wage-price policy be admin- 
istered by him alone. 


He wanted it understood that no one 
would be able to “go over the head” of OPA 
to Snyder. This was a difficult request for 
the President to accede to because if Sny- 
der is to be the “general manager” of the 
economy, which is supposed to be the scope 
of his job, it is scarcely possible to bar him 
from one of its most vital facets. 


Adviser Cleared the Air 


The division has not been completely re- 
solved, but Baruch’s “mediation” has ap- 
parently cleared the air and atmosphere at 
the White House is optimistic. 

Meanwhile, the whole great section of the 
national economy which is dependent on 
steel, and most of the conflicts of labor 
and economic policy, were piling up in line 
behind the battle of personalities, 

Until Bowles and Snyder had worked out 
how Bowles can run price control without 
being overriden by Snyder, while Snyder 
runs the economy without interfering with 
price control, there could be no new declara- 
tion of wage-price policy. 

Until the policy was announced, there 
could be no formal announcement of the 
ateel price increase. 

Until the industry gets that increase 
down on paper with a bonding signature, 
it will not bind itself to pay its workers 
18% cents an hour more. 

Until the steel strike is settled, General 
Motors and other major tie-ups are sim- 
mering along. And if the steel strike is not 
settled quickly, the pinch of material short- 
age will begin to pinch more sharply.

Authors Defend a Play 


In a Vigorous Preface 


“Deep Are the Roots,” by Arnand d’Usseau and 
dames Gow. (Charles Scribner's Sons, New York.) 
As a play, presented to New York thea- 

tergoers in last September, “Deep Are the 
Roots” immediately became one of the most 
successful and most controversial pieces of 
the year. Now published in book form, the 
authors have added a preface that is as 
successful and as controversial in saying 
what it has to say as the play was. 

“Deep Are the Roots,” as most theater- 
goers, even out here, must know by now, 
deals with the problems of a Negro recently 
returned from the war in Europe. The 
Negro was (1) a resident of the Deep South, 
where colored folks, no matter who, were 
still getting off the sidewalk when white 
persons passed. He was (2) the only man 
in the community to return both as a First 
Lieutenant, therefore “a gentleman by act 
of Congress,” and as a recognized, hero, 
recipient of rare medals for bravery. 

To keep the Negro “in his place,” he is 
“framed” on a charge of stealing a watch 
in the town to which he has returned in 
martial glory. Before the play is over, the 
whole town has been involved, and sides 
have been taken. 

* * - 


The preface, to go back now to that, is a 
tough-minded array of warrior words pro- 
voked by the fact that, in spite of the popu- 
larity of the play with New York audiences, 
a number of critics, both in and out of 
print, have called the play “not convincing 

. unmotivated ... melodramatic,” ete.— 
propaganda, in other words, for a super- 
imposed point of view. Among the better 
critics, to give an instance, who have taken 
such a stand is Louis Kronenberger of PM. 

The preface, swinging a vigorous verbal 
fist, takes the offensive for propaganda 
(the authors call it “significance”) by ask- 
ing the playwrights, “the guys who ab- 
solutely must stick their necks out,” to 
bring the Broadway theater out of the 
status of kept woman to the boxoffice, 
where “politeness” and “wit” are the cri- 
terions of “taste,” and to restore it to a 
status worthy of “a violent age, an age of 
heroic virtue, of gigantic evil,” that “cries 
out for a Shakespeare to record the heights 
and depths of human action.” The au- 
thors, of course, agree that Shakespeare 
was Shakespeare and they must be them- 
selves,

Getting down to cases, they consider the 
charge that they stacked the cards in the 
plot by the use of an “untypical” Southern 
Negro to dredge up “the truth” about the 
South, and offer the counter-claim that, “if 
this demand for typicality were heeded, the 
world would reject nine-tenths of its great 
literature.” 

There used to be lots of prefaces like 
this in the ’30s, but this is one of the first 
since the war’s end. It makes a worthy 
addition to the roster of prefaces. The play 
itself, in the reading, proves solidly con- 
structed, exciting, moving, with the plausi- 
bilities at least matching the implausibill- 
ties.

In his affidavit, dated Geneva, 
Jan. 25, 1946, Kaszner states that 
SS Hauptsturmfuehrer Pieter von 
Wisliczeny, close co-operator of in- 
famous Adolf Aichmann of the 
Gestapo, made to him the follow- 
ing statement: 

“According to my opinion, the 
Grand Mufti, who has been in 
Berlin since 1941, played a role in 
the decision of the German Gov- 
ernment to exterminate the Euro- 
pean Jews. He has repeatedly 
suggested to Hitler, Himmler and 
Von Ribbentrop the extermination 
of European Jewry. He considered 
this as a comfortable solution for 
the Palestinian problem. 

“He was one of Aichmann’s best 
friends and constantly incited him 
to accelerate extermination meas- 
ures. I've heard it said that, ac- 
companied by Aichmann, he has 
visited incognito the gas chamber 
at Auschwitz.” 

Kaszner also quotes Aichmann 
as saying: “I am a personal friend 
of the Grand Mufti. We have 
promised him that no European 
Jew would enter Palestine any 
more. Do you understand now?” 


Not Among the Accused. 


This statement, according to 
Kaszner, was made by Aichmann 
in his office in Budapest on June 
4, 1944. Wisliczeny, according to 
Kaszner, made similar statements 
in 1942 to an engineer, E. Steiner, 
and to M. B. Weissmandel of the 
Jewish Rescue and Relief in 
Bratislava. 

Apparently, Wisliczeny has been, 
or will be, required to testify at 
the Nuernberg trials. 

This raises a far more serious 
question—Why is not the Grand 
Mufti in Nuernberg on the bench 
of the accused?

Didn’t he include Aich- 
mann’s and Wisliczeny’s charge 
against the Grand Mufti of incit- 
ing to mass murder? Why hasn’t 
the Nuernberg prosecution yet act- 
ed upon it?

The perennial symbol of the 
New Deal, Harold Ickes, now has 
departed in a spotlight of right- 
eousness. It was an opportunity 
ready-made for the “Old Curmud- 
geon,” who has had his desk 
cleaned out for weeks, ready for 
just such an opening. 

While it was not generally 
known, up until a few hours be- 
fore the Ickes ultimatum expired 
and his resignation was accepted 
by the President, influential Dem- 
ocrats thought they had worked 
out a compromise. Democratic 
Senators who dread a vote on the 
Pauley confirmation ‘net with the 
President until late Tuesday 
night. 


A Hint of Withdrawal. 


At midnight, after that meeting 
broke up, one of the compromisers 
telephoned a close associate of 
Ickes to say it was almost certain 
the Pauley nomination would be 
withdrawn. Ickes would then have 
remained in the Cabinet until the 
March 31 date mentioned in his 
letter. 

But Truman stood firm behind 
Pauley. He repeated the mistake 
he made at his press conference 
when he said he would stand be- 
hind the man he had named for 
Under Secretary of the Navy, at 
the same time casting doubt on 
the relfability of Ickes’s testi- 
mony. It would have been so 
simple to put aside the question 
about Pauley with an observation 
that the matter was still under 
consideration by a Senate com- 
mittee. 


A Break in the Party. 


This is the first open break be- 
tween the Democrats of the New 
Deal wing and the Democrats of 
the city machines and the Old 
South. It has, therefore, a sig- 
nificance that can be gauged only 
with the passage of time. 

At Ickes’s last press conference, 
which had everything but a string 
band playing “Hearts and Flow- 
ers,” he left the way open to sup- 
port Truman in 1948. But he 
made it clear tia’ this would be 
a kind of last resort 

Until Franklin Roosevelt came 
over the political horizon, Ickes 
had been a lifelong Republican 
True, he was a maverick, a mug- 
wemp, who had supported Theo- 
dore Roosevelt in the Bull Moose 
crusade. And his specialty, from 


was the harassment of rich old- 
line Republicans who thought they 
owned the party. 

Nevertheless, his political life 
up to 1932 was within the G.O.P. 
Now that he has broken with 
Truman and Hannegan—some of 
the sharpest barbs in his letter 
are aimed at Hannegan—the way 
is open for his return to the party 
of his first choice. 

That is to say, it would be open 
if the G.O.P. were prepared to 
accept a liberal presidential can- 
didate with the stature, say, of 
Harold Stassen. Some liberal Re- 
publicans believe this will happen. 
But as yet, the signs are faint 
and hard to find. 

As for his personal future, 
Ickes has gone off exactly the 
kind of publicity springboard that 
will do him the most good. On 
March 15, he will be 72 years 
old, an age when most men are 
thinking of quiet retirement. Yet 
Ickes is in a ferment of plans. 


Offers Made to Ickes. 


He has had several offers to 

write a syndicated column. Re- 
cently, a representative of the 
Independent Citizens’ Committee 
of Arts, Sciences and Profes- 
sions propositioned Ickes, who 
pulled out of his pocket a tenta- 
tive syndicate contract as evi- 
dence of the various offers he was 
considering. 
Those close to him say he would 
like to be head of the Political 
Action Committee, but no over- 
tures have come from that quar- 
ter. The P.A.C. would prefer 
Secretary of Commerce Henry A. 
Wallace if and when Wallace too, 
leaves the Truman Cabinet. — 

The circumstances of Ickes's 
resignation will not be likely to 
persuade those who guide P.A.C. 
that he should head the organi- 
zation. If the Republicans plump 
for normalcy and nominate an- 
other Bricker, then liberals and 
laborites will have no choice but 
to “go along” with the Democratic 
party. That would mean once 
again the necessity for an uneasy 
relationship between P.A.C. and 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee. 

Truman’s toughest job now will 
be to find a successor to Ickes. 
The lists are being combed, and 
one name that crops up is that of 
Justice William O. Douglas. But 
Douglas is not likely to leave the 
Supreme Court for a Cabinet post 
that may last only three years.

A suggestion that the national 
program of compulsory medical 
care proposed by the Wagner- 
Murray-Dingell bill 
for several years on a small scale 
was made last night by Dr. 
Evarts A. Graham, professor of 
surgery at the Washington Uni- 
versity School of Medicine. 

The program, which is ve- 
hemently opposed by organized 
medicine, has both good and bad 
points, he said, acknowledging 
there is “much room for improve- 
ment” in the present quality of 
medical care in the United States. 

“T would suggest the .program 
be tried out in some small area— 
possibly in the District of Colum- 
bia, which is already under direct 
control of the Federal Govern- 
ment—as a ‘pilot plant’. to work 
out the bad parts,” he said. “After 
a four or five-year trial, it could 
be revised and applied generally 
as appeared judicious.” 

Dr. Graham _ asserted there 
should be little opposition to four 
phases of the projected program, 
these being provision of funds for 
building hospitals, expansion of 
public health, maternity and child 
health services, provision of funds 
for medical research and educa- 
tion, and protection against loss 
of income during illness. But a 
fifth phase, providing that the 
Public Health Service surgeon 
general direct the entire program, 
embodies the danger of dictator- 
ship, he contended, adding that 
the director, while having-a 16- 
member council to advise him, 
would not be bound by the coun- 
cil’s advice. 

Dr. Graham spoke at a meeting 
in the school auditorium spon- 
sored by the St. Louis Committee 
of House Physicians for the Study 
of Medical Care, a group of 18 
hospital interns and resident phy- 
Sicians supporting the pending 
Senate bill.

More Dangerous Than 
The Atomic Bomb 


by THOMAS L. STOKES 


Victor Hugo once built a novel embracing the 
whole problem of society about a loaf of bread. 

A conversation at a recent London meeting of 
representatives of our country, Great Britain, 
Canada and the liberated nations of Europe to 
consider the European food problem indicates 
that the simple loaf of bread still may have much 
to do with society and its future in Europe, 

The Belgian representative spoke up to say that 
if his country’s allocation of wheat could be raised 
from 100,000 tons a month to 110,000 tons, bread 
could be taken off the ration list. Nothing that 
could happen, he declared, would give such a 
psychological lift to his people as to remove bread 
from the ration list. The same would be true else- 
where in Europe. 

Such a small thing. Yet how powerful in its 
effect! Just to be able to walk into a store, as we 
do here, and buy a loaf of bread without standing 
in line for the daily ration. And only a small thing 
necessary to accomplish it—10,000 more tons of 
wheat a month. 


Chaos—The Alternative 


This puts in elementary terms the problem of 
feeding Europe this winter for which the United 
States has assumed a major responsibility. It won't 
take much, just a negligible percentage of our vast 
total of food, properly distributed here and there. 

It may save Europe from hunger and starvation 
and their natural results —disorder, revolution, 
communism. 

If it does, it would save us many political head- 
aches, now and in the future. A desperate Europe 
would complicate our own problem—for obvious 
reasons. 

Because of complicating factors, it is going to 
take efficient organization to do this job of feeding 
Europe. Such organization does not exist here now. 

It is well that President Truman is acting quick- 
ly to eliminate the confusion and friction and the 
lack of a well co-ordinated program. This is the 
first essential. 

Some of the complicating factors were in trans- 
portation. There was a shortage of boats for Euro- 
pean shipments because of the redeployment to 
the Pacific and the long haul there. There is con- 
gestion in internal traffic in this country for the 
same reason. Refrigerator cars wait from time to 
time, for troop trains, for example. There is, of 
course, a serious transportation problem in Eu- 
rope, with destruction of railroads and bridges 
and the clogging up of canals. There is also a 
deficiency in port facilities. 

Here at home there is a complicated political 
factor in a noisy minority which is protesting the 
sending of food to Europe. This is revealed in 
letters to the Agriculture Department. 

The noisy minority is a well-fed minority. In 
fact, we are all well fed. This year, despite short- 
ages, per capita food consumption still was three 
per cent above the average for the prewar years 
1935-1939, inclusive. Last year it was 10 per cent 
higher. This is because people who couldn’t afford 
so much food before now have money to buy it. 
That included workers in our war plants. They 
were better fed. Those who could always afford 
plenty of food can’t get all the variety of things 
they once spread lavishly on their tables. But they 
are getting enough to eat. 


Clinching Victory With Bread 


We are not suffering, and we are not going to 
suffer. 

Many peoples in Furope are. The European 
situation is spotty, and not all bad. Some agricule 
tural sections, such as Normandy and Brittany in 
France, are in good shape. So is Denmark which 
is exporting food. But the problem is getting the 
food that is available to the cities. The breakdown 
of transportation is the handicap here. 

This is what makes for a desperate situation in 
Paris, for example, and other large cities. The 
worst spots in Europe are in Paris and Marseilles 
in France; Rotterdam, Amsterdam and the Hague 
in Holland; Belgium, Jugoslavia, Poland. The 
situation is very serious, too, in North Africa. 

Normally a wheat exporting country, it is tow 
importing wheat. The situation in Greece, once 
very bad, is improving. Norway is not in as bad 
shape as expected. Reopening of fisheries, which 
would help tremendously, has been delayed by 
mines in northern European waters. 

Where help is needed, it is needed badly. It 


wont take a great deal—if we will spare it.

N our present state of society in which no- 
| body is willing to “stay nights,” the only hope 

young parents have of being on the job less 
than 24 hours a day is the sitter. 

It is essential, therefore, to find a sitter who 
is willing to sit. This is a matter of salesman- 
ship. Your task is to sell your child to the sitter. 

If the prospective sitter is a boy, tell him your 
child is crazy about boys. If a girl, tell her your 
child dotes upon girls. If an elderly person, ex- 
plain that your child does best under the direc- 
tion of those of riper years. 

Present to the prospective sitter the picture 
of a child who’ just loves to go to bed when told. 
Dissipate any idea that your child has a will of 
its own and when crossed is quick to answer 
back. 

Assure the sitter that only under the severest 
emotional strain does your child kick, bite, 
scratch, slap or hurl things. It is advisable at 
this point to remark that if the child should 
have an off-night the sitter is at liberty to bind 
and gag the child, and no questions asked. 

The general impression to be given is that of 
a child slumbering peacefully, not asking for 
drinks of water, nor waking out of a bad dream 
and screaming for its parents; and of the sitter 
just sitting until the parents return and hand

EVERAL RECORD items in the jazz vein are available 
S here, or soon will be, Most interesting of them in Pianist 

Erroll Garner’s Savoy pairing of “Laura” and “Somebody 
Loves Me,” both with bass and drums. Garner is a sensational 
jazz newcomer who has technique, ideas and a beat, all apparent 
on these sides. Gene Krupa, for Columbia, braces “Hop, Skip 
and Jump,” a catchy ditty sung well by Anita O’Day (no longer 
with Krupa), and “Yesterdays,” a moody tenor solo by Charlie 
Venturo. Fortunately, Venturo keeps his high notes to a mini- 
mum. Herb Jeffries, ex-Ellington singer, and his band turn in 
a neat Efcelsior side, “Tisco Cisco,” sung a la Ella Mae Morse 
by Pat Kay. Flipover is “Got Your Love in My Heart,” vocal- 
ized by Jeffries with Joe Liggins’s Honeydrippers.

EARL HINES’S too-long-absent piano comes to life again on 
his new ARA disc of “At the El Grotto,” an instrumental, and 
“Nonchalant Man,” sung by Lord Essex. Harry Edison, Basie 
trumpeter, leads his quintet through “Laura,” all Edison's solo, 
and “I Blowed and Gone,” with Pianist Arnold Ross and Alto 
Willie Smith also coming through nicely. It’s a Philo pairing, 
as is Howard McGhee’s trumpet solo on “Stardust,” spoiled by 
too-fancy background, and “My Love Comes Tumbling,” by 
Leonard Feather’s Hiptet. Victor's first platter by Henry “Red” 
Allen’s jazz group is disappointing. There’s too much frantic 
singing by Allen on “Buzz Me” and “Get the Mop (The Ignorant 
Stick),” latter headed for big juke success. Red’s trumpet and 
J. C. Higginbotham’s trombone have both been much better on 
wax, 
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LES BROWN’S “Doctor, Lawyer, Indian Chief” and Pearl 
Bailey's “Personality” (both Columbia) run poor seconds to the 
Betty Hutton and Johnny Mercer Capitol classics. Butch Stone's 
singing of “D.L.1.C.” is just fair as the band’s punchy ensemble 
work and solos save the side. Doris Day’s “Day by Day” vocal 
goes well with Tenor Ted Nash’s obbligato. Miss Bailey’s “Per- 
sonality” is too slow and her “Don’t Like ’Em” also falls in the 
mediocre class. Dinah Shore’s “Shoo Fly Pie” will run fairly 
close to Capitol’s Kenton-Christy version. It’s Dinah’s snappiest 
in a long time. Also on her first Columbia biscuit is “Here I 
Go Again.” Tommy Tucker’s band continues to pupvere on 
“Take Care” and “When the One You Love.” Bing* Crosby’s 
pairing of “McNamara’s Band” and “Dear Old Donegal” have 
Bing employing Irish brogue as The Jesters and Bobby Hag- 
gart’s band lend assistance. “McNamara’s Band”—it plays for 
“weddin's and wakes”—should be a hit. Jimmy Dorsey’s best 
for Decca in ages is “J. D.’s Boogie,” with nice piano and guitar 
work, and “Lover,” with muted brass playing in attractive stop 
time.

LONDON. 

ROM my own personal stand- 
F point—and I’m sure every dele- 

gate to the U.N.O. conference 
must feel the same way — the 
experience of watching this or- 
ganization begin its work has been 
exceptionally interesting. Mere- 
ly listening to so many points of 
view is not only good discipline 
but opens up vast fields of knowl- 
edge which most of us need to 
explore if we are going to meet 
the needs of the next few years 
intelligently. 

While it is reported that there 
is not actual starvation through- 
out Europe, there is hunger prac- 
tically everywhefe. That means 
people with less energy for work 
and less resistance to disease, 
However, the physical factor is 
not the only thing, nor perhaps 
the most serious thing, that wor- 
ries the keenest observers. 

We must remember that a large 
part of Europe was swept by in- 
vading armies not only once, but 
twice. First, the Nazis came and, 
in every village, town and city 
that they occupied, they removed 
leaders they suspected of being 
unfriendly to them, putting in 
others. Then, the Allies came 
along and got rid of those whom 
they could not trust. 

WE KNOW, from all we have 
heard, how difficult it has been 
to find people to organize and 
carry on civil government as well 
as initiate and guide reconstruc- 
tion. Armies of occupation cannot 
take the piace of a country’s own 
civilian leaders. However, through- 
out Europe, many of the former 
leaders, both men and women, are 
now gone. That is why I think it 
will take some time before we see 
a real tackling of reconstruction 
problems by peoples who look out 
on ruined fields and crumbling 
towns. 

In addition, there is a floating 
population without roofs over their 
heads, with scant food and cloth- 
ing, and with no real purpose in 
life. Is it any wonder that they 
frequently are driven to despera-

Out of people who fought 
in resistance movements and for 
whom the greatest virtue was to 
lie, cheat, kill and destroy, it is 
difficult to build a law-abiding 
community where the old stand- 
ards of right and wrong, of public 
and private morality, must exist 
again. 

Someone asked me the other 
day how it was going to be pos- 
sible to make the people of North 
and South America understand the 
situation in Europe today. For 
us in the United States, the only 
real hope of understanding ig to 
think of our own postwar prob- 
lems magnified far beyond any- 
thing we ever imagined. We must 
try to think what it would mean 
if our big cities lay in ruins, if 
our railroads had to be complete- 
ly rebuilt, if our people had to re- 
turn to pioneer conditions. 


Somehow, we must stretch our 
imagination. Being a part of this 
first U.N.O, Assembly has, I think, 
helped me as an individual to 
stretch my Own imagination.

I'M FRANK TO SAY it is al- 
Ways a surprise to me to find how 
passionately men can feel about 
rules of procedure. Toward the 
end of our work in the assembly 
committee on which I served, w 
spent three hours one afternoon 
arguing about rules. I found it 
hard to grow excited about them 
when I was unable to see that they 
affected the substance of our fu- 
ture action one way or another. 

I know that, in parliamentary 
gatherings, rules of procedure are 
very important, but I wonder if 
tthis has not been built up to un- 
necessary proportions in our work 
here because so many of the dele- 
gates are lawyers—and legal minds 
love abstractions. I’m hoping we 
will always have balance in this 
organization, including people of 
various occupations. While legal 
advice and procedure are essential, 
it must be kept within reasonable 
bounds, since it’s human needs 


that must be paramount. 
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TY LIKED VERY MUCH the 
chairman of our committee, Prime 
Minister Peter Fraser of New Zea- 
land. He is such a fine person, 
and one cannot help having real 
affection for him. There were 
times, though, when I thought his 
Scotch convictions (he’s a native 
of Scotland) found expression, 
even though he tried to be an im- 
partial chairman. 

I also want to mention Miss 
Freida Dalen of Norway, reporter 
for our committee. This is an im- 
yortant position because, in the 
way you write a committee's re- 
port, you can do what we.in 
America call “slanting the news.” 
Just a little change in emphasis 
may give a false impression of the 
way the committee really felt. Con- 
sidering the heated arguments 
that went on in our committee 
and the insistence on diverse for- 
mulas and words to express exact 
meanings, I thought Miss Dalen 
did a wonderful ple ce of work.

want to miss in these times of 
short sugar rations and with our 
still rather scarce supply of short- 
ening. These honey fruit bars are 
delicious, so if you have three or 
four in the family, you might not 
have any for the next meal, but 
if you do, the cookies will keep 
fresh unti] the next two or three 
days if you make an effort to keep 
them covered. Honey has great 
sweetening power and because it 
contains a sugar called levulose 
which has the ability to draw 
moisture out of the air and hold 
on to it, these cookies remain 
moist longer than if they were 
made with regular granulated 
sugar. 

In baking these cookies be sure 
to choose a pan that is the size 
specified and not deeper than 1% 
inches and not shallower than an 
inch because this’ batter really 
puffs up in the baking. Any bat- 
ter bakes out to a much hand- 
somer color if the quantity is such 
that it rises to the top of the pan 
and the entire surface has the ben- 
efit of the oven’s reflected heat. 
A nine inch pan that is about 1% 
inches deep is a most practical 
one to buy because it is also satis- 
factory for the baking of ginger- 
bread and square layer cakes. 

Honey Fruit Bars. 

Three-fourths cup sifted all-pur- 
pose flour, one teaspoon baking 
powder, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
one-half cup chopped dates, one- 
half cup nuts, one-fourth cup 
cocoanut, two eggs, well beaten; 
three-fourths cup honey, two ta- 
blespoons shortening, melted; one- 
half teaspoon vanilla, two table- 
spoons eonfectioner’s sugar, 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
with baking powder and salt, mix 
with dates, nuts and cocoanut. 
Gradually add the honey to the 
eggs, then the shortening and va- 
nilla. Add the flour mixture and 
stir to blend. Turn into a greased 
nine-inch square pan and bake at 
350 degrees for 35 minutes. Let

And recently when a bunch of 
young hoodlums were found de- 
facing a synagogue in Brooklyn, 
Frank spent two days’ going 
through the neighborhood hunting 
out and lecturing the culprits— 
and anybody else who would listen. 
The upshot of this was that other 
Brooklyn kids organized them- 
selves into Sinatra Vigilantes, 
sworn to do their best to break 
up anti-Jewish mobs or mobs of 
anti-anything. 

Frank has behind him, in his 
crusade, the Youth Builders of 
America, the Bureau of Inter-Cul- 
tural Education, the National con- 
ference on Christians and Jews, 
the American Council on Racial 
telations and the Common Coun- 
cil for American Unity. He has 
made more than 150 speeches in 
schools, settlement houses, recrea- 
tion centers and youth rallies. One 
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of his biggest audiences recently 
was the gathering of 2000 promi-

South, in jumping to four 
hearts, was guilty of the same 
wishful thinking that motivates 
so many playeyss, near-experts in- 
cluded, in situations of this gen- 
eral type. He chose to believe 
that North’s single raise guar- 
anteed four trumps, and there- 
fore, that a heart contract would 
be quite satisfactory, déspite the 
imminent forcing of the closed 
hand on spade leads. 

Actually, as may be observed, 
North’s hand was a little too 
weak for a two-over-one diamond 
response, and the distribution was 
not right for one no trump. Thus, 
North had taken the quite legi- 
timate action of raising with less 
than “adequate” support—an ac- 
tion that is often the least of 
evils. North was right in feel- 
ing that his club strength and 
doubleton spade, to say nothing 
of the possible diamond value, 
compensated for the lack of an 
honor in the heart suit—and cer- 
tainly, he was bidding weakly in 
giving only a single raise. 

South should have bid three 
clubs, or even three diamonds, 
making an obvious inquiry about 
North’s real support for hearts. 
Five diamonds was the right con+ 
tract. 

However, West was kind at 
four hearts. He led the spade 
five; East won and continued the 
suit. South ruffed, went to dum- 
my with a club, and finessed in 
trumps. West won and led back 
a club. This was taken in dum- 
my, then declarer finessed for 
the diamond king and picked up 
that card. He drew one more 
round of trumps, then ran dia- 
monds. West ruffed immediate- 
ly and returned a club. South 
won, drew West’s last trump, and 
could claim the contract. 

If West, sizing up the situation 
properly, had discarded a club 
on the third diamond, then ruffed 
and returned a spade, South's po 
sition would have been hopeless.
